In a statement by one of thi committee, \V. G 


iEckhardt, director of .the grain marketing depart- 
ment oe the Illinois Agricultural association, it is 
prophesied that inside oE three years Su per cen! 
oC the grain of the United States will be marketed 
on the California cooperative'plan.

mean that "prices of bread and flour will be 
slashed, millions of 
dollars; will be saved to 


farmers, and the Chicago Board of Trade -wil 
become extinct."
